WARM WEATHER OVER 
_ WEEK END 

The world looked much more 
cheerful over the week-end as 
the wielcome Chinook took away 
the snow and kept the thermom 
eter way up in the melting 
zone. A breeze on Monday was 
drying roads and grain fields 
nicely and bringing hopes of 
again threshing and finishing 
up the fall work. 

The cold spell which lasted 
nearly a month, surrendered to 
the balmy Chinook in reality 
Friday and the snow commenc¬ 
ed to soften and settle down. 
Saturday the snow was gone 
except where it had piled up or 
had been trodden solidly and 
Sunday night tine ground was 
bare and roads were commenc¬ 
ing to dry, although streets and 
walks were seas of mud. These 
Chinooks are one of the nicest 
things about this part of the 
Province. Wle get tired of the 
unending cold, and them all at 
once here comes the warm 
Chinook o dear the ground and 
make the smiles broader and 
hearts lighter. 

Many grain fields are still 
standing unthreshied, and so 
far have been too damp to thr¬ 
esh for storage, although, if 
threshed for feed it is alright. 
We have had a threshing sea¬ 
son now of four months dura¬ 
tion and not finished yet. One 
fanner remarked that he had 
75 acres left out of Li:; entire 
crop, but there was a little in 
every field he had planted so 
that he could not pasture any of 
the fields.

FEEDING FOR MILK 

r-MUiiued 

One important consideration, 
in the proper feeding ot dairy 
cattle is the mineral requirem¬ 
ents. l’.oth irrigation farmers 
and dry land farmers are faced 
with this problem though the 
actual deficiencies may be 
slightly different. AH rough¬ 
age produced in Southern Al¬ 
berta is deficient in phosphor¬ 
ous. Consequently it is necess¬ 
ary to add this mineral if alt 
the requirements of the milk- 
in ■ cows arc to he met. Where 
alfalfa hay conqtiUut'es the 
main roughage, calcium will 
usually he sufficient hut where 
other roughages are used there 
may be a slight deficiency of 
this mineral. 

To ovecome the phosphorous 
deficiency the practice at this 
Station is to add on pound of 
monocalchirii phosphate to IPO 
pounds of grain. In addition a 
mixture of equal parts of this 
mineral and salt is made avail¬ 
able to the cattle when they 
are out of doors. To insure that 
stable fed cattle get all tin* 
salt thjpy require we also add 
one pound of sali in every 100 
pounds'’ of meal mixtur*. 

The 'phosphorous required by 


the cattle can a'so he provided 
through the use of bone meal 
or seme oi the oth-’r c* mitu'ici.i 
mineral mixtures that are avail 
■*ble on the market. In the pur¬ 
chase of any mineral mixture 
it should he remembered lliai 
the element that is required 
more than anything else is 
phosphorous and consequently 
the cost of the mineral sup¬ 
plement should i-e calculated on 
this basis and not on thebasis 
of the total cost per 100 lbs. 
If this is dons it will be found 
that soms mineral supplements 
ai ;> more economical than ot¬ 
hers. * 

i!;. (thai important consid¬ 
eration that has lc:n nention- 
d ::' various other lei :rs is 
that cows that arc to produce 
milk must have readily avail¬ 
able a supply of fresh water 
at all times. It is realized that 
it is not practical to have in¬ 
dividual drirkingcups in all 
barns but, where these are not 
Hard the cows should be water¬ 
ed at least twice daily. If the 
iows are to be turned nit of 
the barn for water it is quite 
essential that the water which 
they drink should have the chill 
removed, otherwise the expos¬ 
ure to cold water & cold weath- 
r at the same time will limit 
water consumption and thus 
reduce milk production.

; les LaFerle, Director of Nat¬ 
ional Salvage. 

In connection with this new 
drive, Mrs. Phyllis Turner. Gila 
and Fats Adminstatov. declared 
that today Canada faces a seri¬ 
ous shortage of fats and oil for 
war industries, and needs a 
minimum through salvaged fats 
and bones. 35,000.000 pounds 
of fat a year, or, reduced <o 
per capita figures, about o ne 
ounce of fat per person per 
week.
